Granld Monnment and a Nelle Work,
Mr. Campbell's Europoan Luotters,

To the Editor of the Intelligencer.

Bin—I can hardly tell you what de-
light it gave me when 1saw in the Ix-
TELLIGENCER Lo ootline of an attractive
building, which it was said, Mr, Hearne
had decided to erect for tho evangelistic
work of Mr, C, W. Sawyer, .

I knew wsomothing of tho strugelo
which it had cost to keep the work nlive
in the leaky old huihf;nu on Market
streotnnd how Mr, Bawver porsisted in
going on, when mnny othors thought it
ugeless,  Leonld understand somothing
of what olfort it might cost to ralse
mouney to pay rent even, for it could
hardly Lo expected that the good men
who paid tho rent the lnst year would
feel like continuing to do it, unless
othors ghould take interest in ‘it. Do-
sides, thero was too little intorest
in pm\rlllin;i- what was necossary for the
comfortol Mr, Bawyer himself, to say
nothing of other nocessary expensos,

With all these difficultios to encoun-
ter, itreally seemed doubtful  whether
tho enterprise could long be inain-
tained, even though its importance was
ndmitted, unless somoething could be
done to giveit n new impulse. So I ho-
gan to feel anxious about the futura of
the mission,

This may possibly seom a littla
strange to some, for I donotexpect,
ever to be n resident df Wheeling agnin,
But I lived thero long wnonglito be-
come speeially intercated in two classes
of persons—those who were my person-
al friends, and” those who ecemed to
have few af any real [riends. Of, the
lntter clnss there were so many, and
they stomed so holpless, that when 1
saw one, who, like Mr. Sawyer, wasg in-
terested In them and knew how to help
them, I could but feel that nothing
ought to be allowed to interfere with
such u noble and Christ-liky work.

Eowelhing like n year ago, Mr. Hearne
called to zeo me to talle about the im-
rortines and possibility of a permanent

wilding, 1 had talked with him before
ind knew his interest; but what I
feared was that it might bo so long
bofore he would see his' way cloar to do
what ho wantel to—thet is erect a
building himself—or before others conld
be made o feel ils importancs suili-
ciently to undertake it; that the resnlt
would be that the enterpriss would be
abandoned. I knew that Mr. Hearno
WS 1n earnest in regard to the matter,
but for the time being there seemed to
be insuperable obstacles in his way.

While residing in Rochester I had
seen the result ot such work in a some-
what eimilar enferprise.  Beginning
very small, the work has grown and
gpread until now there aro two large
missions, one of which is paying nearly

uite 24,000 annuai rent for its main
building, wheretfrom 500 to 1,000 are
fed duily and provision is made for
lodging something more than 100 per-
sons; while another place is rented for
the religious work. The number of
persons who are rescued from lives of
degredation and crime and led into
lives of purity anil usefulness is of
itself suflicient to justify the outlay of
money nnd strength, while the number
who are provided with a place for ghel-
ter nnd food is very large. Butthe
most hopeful feature is found in the
fact that these persons are, to a very
great extent, led into lives of industry
and usefulness, I have hoped to'see, on
a smaller gcale, some. eueh results in
Wheeling. #o whon I rend the an-
nouncement that  Mr. Hearne * was
ready to begin the work of erecting a
building. that the ground was already
bought and the plans made, I felt a joy
which words cannot express.

JOther noble men have done magnani-
mous things for Wheeling; but no one,
0s it seams to me, has done n more
Christ-fik thing than this will prove to
be, A grander monument could hardly
be reared by a Christian man!

I do not know the details of the plan.
Biut 1 ean but hope that such provision
will be made as will secure the perma-
nence and perpetnity of the work, And
I ean but pray that Mr. Hearne will live,
not only to complete the work under-
taken, but to see the rich froit of his
planting for many years to come,

The experience of Mr." Sawyer his

been such that he will be inlly ‘compe-
tent to organizo and carry forward such
a work as i3 contemplated, on a much
more comprehensive scale than could
be possible in the forbidding surround-
ings of the work hitherto.

L feel quite sure that thelnrge-hearted

l\']mt.'lin;g; will'not let him want
for ample resources to carry. forward
the work when onee fairly inangurated
under the more favorable auspices.
" While writing, I want to say, thouch
entirely irrelevant to the above, how
much flmva enjoyed tho letters of Mr.
Campbell from Rome. Ona who has not
beon over the ground and made some-
thing of a stndy of the subjeet, especi-
ally of the ruins, can hardly appreciate
the differenee between these letters and
the letters oflen prioted from the or-
dinary tourist,,
